HENDAYE, Franco-Spanish 
Frontier, Dec. 21.—(UP)—A plot 
to overthrow Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco, resulting in the ar- 
rest of nearly 800 of his own offi- 
cers and soldiers, and fighting be- 
tween Insurgent and Italian troops 
in Franco’s northern bases was 
reported along the frontier to- 
night. 

It also was reported, without 
confirmation, that Franco had ar- 
rested a British subject attached 
to the British consulate at San 
Sebastian on charges o* “planting” 
Loyalist espionage messages in a 
British diplomatic pouch. 

Anti-Italian Feeling. 

The correspondent here of the 
London Daily Telegraph reported 
that 200 persons had been arrest- 
ed in San Sebastian in recent days 
as result of anti-Italian feeling 
among the Insurgent troops, lead- 
ing to the shooting and wounding 


of a secretary of the Italian con-| 


sulate there.

CHIANG'S THREAT 


TO TURN 0 NAZIS 


PRODS US, BRTAN 


Credits Follow Generalis- 
simo’s Blunt Warning 
To Help Him Retain 
Chinese Independence. 


ISSUE IS HINGED 
ON INVESTMENTS 


Ambassadors Told Either 
Democracies Help or 
China Looks Elsewhere. 


HONGKONG, Dec. 21.—(4)— 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
has compelled the United States 
and Great Britain to face square- 
ly the issue of maintenance of a 
free and inedpendent China. 

In talks with British and Amer- 
ican ambassadors, the leader of 
China’s millions capitalized on a 
military and economic § situation 
as tense in its way as anything 
Europe has produced to press his 
plea for aid from the world’s 
democracies. 

Credit. for any such help in the 
form of British and American 
credits to China—where the Japa- 
nese conquest is closing the open 
door to trade—must go to Chiang. 

Turn to Germany? 

In his talks with the ambassa- 
dors, reliable sources said, he 
made it plain that if China did 
not receive encouragement from 
the democracies she would turn 
Soviet 
Russia or to the totalitarian ‘states, 
possibly seeking easy peace terms 
through German mediation. 

The showdown between China 
and the democracies had its be- 
ginning when Chiang and British 
Ambassador Sir Archibald Clark 
Kerr conferred at Changsha late 
in November, after Japanese South 
China gains cut off one of Chiang’s 
main arteries for military sup- 
plies from the outside world. 

It reached a head in a two- 
hour talk between United States 
Ambassador Nelson T. Johnson 
and Chiang at Chungking, Decem- 
ber 11, when Johnson was leaving 
for Washington to report to the 
State Department. 

The Generalissimo and Johnson 
were said to have agreed that the 
United States faced the choice of 
yielding her commercial invest- 
ment. and mission interests in the 
Far East or granting ‘some aid 
which would encourage China’s 
resistance to Japan. 

Today Premier H. H. King said 
at Chungking that the $25,000,000 
credit advanced to China by the 
United States Export-Import Bank 
would be used for development of 
industry and communications in 
China’s western provinces. 

Building of highways, railways 
and industrial plants to* make 
western and southwestern prov- 


inces a war base is a major item in 
China’s revised program for re- 
sistance to the Japanese invasion. 
In ‘London, reliable sources said 
Britain had agreed to advance 
China credits of about $2,500,000 
for purchase of trucks, and a bill 
permitting the government to 
guarantee exports up to $500,000- 
000 to China was before parlia- 
ment.) 

Chiang was described as hav- 
ing made it an open and _ shut 
question of whether a still-fight- 
ing China remained with the de- 
mocraries or went elsewhere.

R. W. Sparks, assistant execu- 
tive clerk of the tariff bureau, 
announced the group will again 
take an Opportunity family, as 
they have done every year for six 
years. 

Though many of this group are 
not high-salaried employes, they 
generously volunteered to aid Op- 
portunity No. 11 until Lucy is 
cured of her trouble. They were 
the ones who helped the Y. fam- 
ily for more than five months of 
1938 and offered yesterday to con- 
tinue that aid in 1939. 

They spmpathize with the pe- 
culiar problem of the Y. family. 
Mr. Y., Lucy’s father, operates a 
small second-hand magazine stand 
and realizes only about $10 a 
week from it. His family of three 
can exist on this $10 a week, but 
he could not afford the special 
diet and treatments that Lucy re- 
quired, That’s where the employes 
of the Southern Freight.

Police Break Into Office 
of Real Estate Dealer, 
Find Body and 3 Notes. 


John Lord Nisbet, 66, prominent 
Atlanta real estate man, was found 
fatally wounded in his office in 
the Riley building at Buckhead 
about 7:45 o’clock last night. 

County Policemen Claude Webb 
and A. J. Jackson, who investigat- 
ed, said they discovered Mr. Nis- 
bet, slumped forward on his desk, 
shot through the mouth with a 
20-gauge shotgun.

Californian Admits Slaying Wite, 
Burning Body in Home Incinerator 


LOS ANGELES, Dec. 21.—(/)—- 


Police Captain H. J. Wallis an- 
nounced today that ‘William 
Spinelli, 59, had admitted he killed 
his 45-year-old wife, Rose, with 
an ax December 12, cut up her 
body and burned it in an incin- 
erator in the back yard of their 
home. 

After hours of denying any 
knowledge of his wife’s death, the 
diminutive husband was con- 
fronted with fragments of bone 
and gold teeth found among ashes 
scattered on a driveway. 

“We had a fight about the kids,” 
Captain Wallis quoted him ds say- 
ing. “She hit me with the ax. 
I kicked her in the stomach and 


»she fell down in the bedroom, 


dropping the ax. 

“T grabbed up the ax, smashed 
her head several times. Then I 
got sharp knives, a meat cleaver 
and a meat saw out of the kitchen 
and cut her up. Then I built a 
fire in the incinerator and burned 
the body, piece by-piece. Latet 
I scattered the ashes in the drive; 
way.” 

Police had spent the day filling 
in links of a chain of circumstan- 
tial evidence which pointed toward 
Mrs. Spinelli’s slaying. 

Two of the children, William 
Jr., 19, and Mrs. Helen Angieli, 
directly accused their father in 
statements to police, 


Girl’s Nude 
| Body Found 
InBurlap Bag 


TUNKHANNOCK, Pa., Dec. 21. 
(P)—Nude and slashed, the body 
of 19-year-old Margaret Martin, 
of Kingston, was found late today 
in a burlap bag, half-submerged 
in a creek near an isolated Wy- 
oming county hamlet. 

Coroner Greenwood said the at- 
tractive brunette who had left her 
home Saturday to keep a street- 
corner appointment in the hope 
of getting a job, “definitely was 
murdered.” 

A definite cause of death await- 
ed an official autopsy, but marks 
of brutality—a slash across her 
abdomen and a blackened eye— 
indicated to some investigators 
that she had been lured from her 
home by a round-up man for a 
white slave ring and. then slain 
when the 9-state chase became too 
hot. 

The girl’s body, when a trapper 
found it under a bridge just at the 
edge of Keelersburg, an isolated 
hamlet, was bound with clothes- 
line, both legs jammed under the 
chin. The bag covering had been 
stitched but one hand protruded, 
thrust out perhaps in a death 
struggle. 

The last thing she said as she 
left home to meet the man who 
offered the job was that she would 
be “right. back” and bring him 
along. The man had asked her to 
meet him downtown, saying he 
could not find her home. 

Out of\sight of her house, Mar- 
garet a striking brunet apparently 
vanished. No one recalled seeing 
her on the street.

it or leave it.

tina to accept a Clause in the per- 
fected draft saying explicitly that 
it did not constitute a military al- 
liance, offensively or defensively. 

The Argentines remained adam- 
ant, however, and said their in- 
structions were to stand on their 
own resolution. . 

They took the unusual step of 
publishing the text of their pro- 
posal, which significantly, declares 
for co-operation against aggression 
either from a continental or extra- 
continental power. 

It further adhered to Argentine 
contentions by mentioning aggres- 
sion from within the continent 
first, rather than second. 

May Omit Argentina. 

Surprised by the Argentine ac- 
tion, some delegates said negotia- 
tions would be begun for all na- 
tions except Argentina to agree to 
the Mello Franco-Hull-Concha 
project and vote it through the 
conference without her,

Gov. Rivers Told Effort 
by Municipalities To 
Levy Truck Fees Will 
Nullify Whole System. 


Governor Rivers and Agricul- 
tural Commissioner Columbus 
Roberts heard criticism yesterday 
of previous legislation affecting 
agriculture in which the state was 


authorized to establish farm mar- 
kets, but was allotted no funds 
with which to carry oui the pro~ 
gram. 


More than 50 farmers, produce 
merchants and legisiators gathered 
in the supreme court chamber of 
the capitol in a public hearing. to 
outline a possible legislative pro- 
gram affecting agriculture, for 
consideration when the general 
assembly convenes January 9. 

Resent Fees. 

Criticism was leveled at a re- 
cent attempt by Atlanta to col- 
lect a license fee frum truckers 
selling .goods at the Atianta state 
farmers’ market. 

State Senator Paul Lindsay, of 
Decatur, told the Governor and 
commissioner of agriculture the 
state markets would be “fifty per 
cent destroyed” if municipalities 
in which the markets are located 
collect such fees. Lindsay contend- 
ed the state law authorizing the 
markets specifically contemplated 
that no fees of this nature should 
be levied by cities. 

He said it was the duty of the 
commissioner of agriculture to fix 
all rules and regulations and added 
even the city police have no right 
inside the markets unless asked 
to go there by the commissioner. 

“If you don’t assert yourself, the 
cities will wipe you out,” Lindsay 
warned. 

Commissioner Roberts said At- 
torney General M. J. Yeomans had 
ruled cities could levy ho tax on 
the farmers’ markets and that he 
had offered to defend truckers 
who were prosecuted. Later, how- 
ever, he added the attorney gen- 
eral reversed his stand. 

W. T. Anderson, Macon pub- 
lisher and chairman of the mar- 
keting committee of the Macon 
Chamber of Commerce, criticized 
the state for failing to appropri- 
ate money to help farmers sell 
their produce. 

State Financing. 

“Let us petition and insistently 
demand of the legislature that it 
make adequate provision for fi- 
nancing these markets so as to 
help our farmers dispose of what 
we are teaching them to produce. 
We are paying 150 or 175 county 
agents to teach the farmers how 


to grow more. Now let us help 


_ them dispose of it,” Anderson said. 


Lindsay took issue with the at- 
torney general’s ruling and said: 

“Ifthe Governor | will appoint 
me as special attorney general I 
will represent you without fee in 
defending the state against mu- 
nicipal taxation.” 

“You have the appointment,” 
replied Governor Rivers. 

Later the Governor said he be- 
lieved Senator Lindsay had made 
the proposal in jest, but added he 
would not object to Lindsay’s rep- 
resenting the state if he desired. 

Hamilton Ralls, former state 
marketing supervisor, urged ap- 
pointment of a_ legislative com- 
mittee to study the needs of the 
Department of Agriculture and 
draft a program to be presented to 
the general assembly. . 

“The marketing problem is one 
of the most fundamental farm 
problems facing Georgia today,” 
he said.

Dictators’ Press Calls Roose- 
velt’s and Hull’s Efforts 
‘Failure No. 1.’ 


LONDON, Dec. 21.—(4)—The

They called the whole confer- 
ence a failure and condemned, as 
they called it, President Roose- 
velt’s “imperialism” and. his 
“Jewish controlled government.” 

Fascist opinion as reflected by 
the Rome newspaper, Il Giornale 
d’Italia, described the American 
fear of German and Italian influ- 
ence as “fantastic.” 

The British foreign office, 
alarmed by success of Rome-Ber- 
lin propaganda in South America, 
cautiously listed South America as 
a potential source of trouble. 

An informed British spokesman 
said, “President Roosevelt's at- 
tempt is of supreme importance 
to democracies. 

“We cannot ignore the possibil- 
ity that in event of war in -Eu- 
rope a series of uprisings may 
take place in South America 
against democracies.” 

In Berlin, Count Ernst von Re- 
ventlow, one of Reichsfuehrer 
Hitler’s lodest disciples, urged the 
United States to abandon the 
Monroe doctrine. 

“We Germans have every in- 
terest in having the states of 
South America strong and inde- 
pendent,” the count wrote in his 
weekly newspaper, Der Reichs- 
wart.

The United States and Argen- 
tina have been in dispute over 
phraseology of the declaration for 
10 days. 

The Argentine resolution called 
for the American republics to de- 
clare that “faithful to the demo- 
cratic principles inherent in their 
institutional regime and in their 
absolute sovereignty, they reaf- 
firm their decisive intention to 
maintain them and defend them 
against every foreign intervention 
or activity,” and 

“Second, that in case the peace, 
security or territorial integrity of 
anysoever Amefican republic is 
threatened by acts of force of any- 
soever nature or origin on the part 
of a continental or extra-conti- 
nental power; they proclaim their 
common interest and their de- 
termination to make their soli- 
darity effective by co-ordinating 
their respective sovereign inten- 
tions by means of consultative 
proceeding for which existing con- 
ventions and declarations of inter- 
American conferences’ establish 
means for each case as the cir- 
cumstances warrant.” 

Sticks to Position. 

Following publication of the 
Argentine text delegates com- 
mented that Argentina had ad- 
hered to her original position 
which has been that any men- 
tion of aggression must specifi- 
eally include aggression from 
within and from outside the con-

She has argued that South 
American states might face a 
threat from «the United States 
should the good neighbor policy 
be abandoned.

Dynamite is going to be buried 
in his own back yard, if his youth- 
ful master has anything to do with 
it. 
The brown and black collie who 
gained national fame as a “stu- 
dent” at the Ponce de Leon school 
is dead. His body was found yes- 
terday. He had been shot. 

His master, young Forrest Jones 
Jr., didn’t have much Christmas 
spirit yesterday. A feller’s best 
friend is his dog, and Dynamite 
was lying dead somewheré. 

“Dad and mother have hidden 
his body, and I haven’t seen him,” 
he said, “I don’t want to either. I 
want him to be buried here at 
home where he belongs. I don’t 
want him over at school. Some of 
the gang think that’s a good idea, 
but I don’t.” 

Plans had not been completed 
last night for the funeral of the 
universally loved pet of the De- 
catur section. His body was found 
less than a mile from the school 


from which he was graduated. He 
had been missing three weeks. 

Young Jones said last night that 
he “had a pretty good idea who 
shot Dynamite.” 

“IT heard some shots one night 
and then I heard a dog crying and 
I know it must have been Dyna- 
mite. But I could not find him, I 
wish now I had looked some more, 
maybe he wouldn’t have died. 
Maybe we could have saved him.” 

The dog began school as a pup- 
py when his master was. in the 
fifth grade. When young Jones 
was graduated to the sixth grade 
the dog went along too. When 
graduation time came again, Dy- 
namite refused to leave the sixth 
grade rooms. He remained there 
and became an important and be- 
loved part of the school life. 

For five years he _ attended 
school. Even though he dozed 
through classes, he was given a 
diploma when his master was 


graduated in 1937.

case of war, has ordered extensive 
battle maneuvers in the south At- 
lantic early in 1939. The games 
will be off west Africa and in the 
West Indies. 
’ Disclosure tonight of orders for 
the games recalled French fears 
that German ambitions might 
turn to French colonies on the 
African west coast aS a stepping 
stone to further extension of Nazi 
influence in South America. It 
also was noted that the orders 
followed increased tension with 
Italy over Tunisia, north African 
protectorate. 

French military and naval ex- 
perts consistently have asserted 
that war with the Fascists auto- 
matically would close the Medi- 
terranean to all traffic, and in 
that case France would lose her 
present supplies of oil from Ru- 
mania, Persia and Russia’s Black 
sea ports. 

Experts have said France must 
seek oil in South America, since 


the United States’ neutrality act 
cuts off American oil. The Suez 
canal link with French oriental 
possessions also would be cut off,’ 
forcing traffic to go around the’ 
Cape of Good Hope. 

The war games will be con- 
cerned especially with defense of 


Senegal, where the airport of 
Dakar is an essential link in air 
services between Europe and 
South America. In addition, they 
will be designed to assure free- 
dom of the naval route around the 
Cape of Good Hope.

Only 8 per cent 
plan a decrease in advertising and 
this is due almost entirely to pe- 
culiar industry conditions. 

The companies covered did not 
include automobile and _ cigaret 
manufacturers.

by the Southern railway and the 
Louisville & Nashviile. 

Hugh White, president of the

lation between. the C., lL & L., 
known as the Monon, and the 
Southern and L. & N. “be not dis- 
turbed or changed.” 

White spoke also for the state 
regulatory bodies of Georgia, 
Florida, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
North Carolina and Tennessee. C. 
+ Noah represented North Caro- 
ina. 

The commission heard argu- 
ments on a reorganization plan 
for the Monon proposed by Ex- 
aminer Milo Brinkley. This pro- 
posal would wipe out present pre- 
ferred and common stock, thus 
shifting control to bondholders. 
The Southern and L. & N. own 
about 88 per cent of the Monon’s 
stock. 

In its plan for railroad consoli- 
dation, White said, the commission 


assigned the Monon to the Souths 
ern and the L. & N. He added that 
its importance in the “mainte- 
nance of a healthy competition be- 
tween the north and the south” 
made it desirable that it remain 
with its present ownership. 

Cope J. Hanley, representing the 
Monon, argued that the $34,000,- 
000 capitalization proposed by the 
examiner for the reorganized com- 
pany was too small. He said the 
railroad’s “past, present and fu- 
ture” earnings justified a capital 
ization of $45,000,000.

DR. F.H. VIZETELLY 
DIES IN NEW YORK 


Eminent Lexicographer Re- 
putedly Had Vocabulary | 
of 1,000,000 Words. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—(#)—Dr. 
Frank H. Vizetelly, 74, interna- 
tionally noted arbiter of the Eng- 
lish language and defender of mod- 
ern slang, died early today of 
pleurisy and pneumonia at the 
Fifth Avenue hospital. 

He had been ill since Decem- 

ber 2. 
s Master of a million-word vo- 
cabulary—reputedly the largest of 
any man alive—the eminent lexi- 
cographer was the virtually un- 
challenged successor to Dr. John- 
son, Noah Webster and Dr. Isaac 
K, Funk.

Two Theories Advanced. 

Investigators had difficulty in 
piecing together a coherent story 
of the slayings. One theory they 
advanced was that Chester was 
killed to cover up the attack on 
the Tillmans and to provide time 
to escape. Another was that the 
slayer was surprised by Chester 
in the act of looting the filling 
station. 

The possibility that more than 
one person was involved was held 
out in a statement to police. by 
E. C. Tipton that he‘saw three 
men standing in front of the fill- 
ing station about 11:30 last night. 
He furnished a scanty description 
of the trio and police were look- 
ing for them today. 

First word from the scene of 
the slaying, about a mile and a 
half from the Savannah city hall, 
came when C. H. Boney, owner of 
the property, telephoned county 
police about 9:30 o’clock this 
morning. 

He discovered the crime when 
he came to open his welding shop, 
near the filling station which he 
operated.

There are unquestionably many good-inten- 
tioned people in the United States who still 
think peace, so far as this country is concerned, 
can be preserved simply by passing a law 
against war. 

~Sinee. the proposed Ludlow amendment to 
the constitution was under discussion during 
the last session of congress, however, enough 
has happened in the affairs of the world to con- 
vince almost any reasonable person that even a 
serious re-consideration, let alone passage, of 
this amendment would be dangerous to the wel- 
fare of the nation.

REVERSING THE ECONOMIC ORDER 

There was a time, during the “good old 
days,” when the man who kept one eye on the 
clock so as not to work a minute or two beyond 
the allotted hour, stood slim chance of. ad- 
vancement. He was regarded as having no in- 
terest in the business—save in drawing his pay 
check—and as being devoid of ambition. When- 
ever it became necessary, in the course ef eco- 
nomic change, to discharge an employe, it was, 
as a rule, the clock-watcher who “got the ax.” 

The man who paid no attention to the time 
of day but concentrated on his job, ‘even to the 
extent of working hours past the regular quit- 
ting time, was looked upon by the boss as a fine 
prospect for promotion. Nine times out of ten 
he was not only promoted faster than his co- 
worker, the clock-watcher, but was usually 
jumped right over him. 

This natural order of things, however, is to 
be reversed. The man who wants to work over- 
time, whose ambition to get ahead forces him 
to take additional interest in the job, is to be 
fired if he forgets to quit on the stroke of the 
gong, while the clock-watcher is to be com- 
mended. That is, if the recent suggestion of 
Elmer Andrews, wage and hour administrator, 
is to be followed by American industry. 

It is to be feared, however, that the nation’s 
businessman will find it extremely difficult, as 
well as painful, to fire the employe who is most 
interested in his business. Firing the man who 
wants to.work, who wants to get ahead, who 
wants to make more money, would be akin to 
favoring a deficit over a profit. Regardless of 
how new-dealish an employer may be or how 
anxious to co-operate in the administration of 
the wage-hour law, it is expecting a little too 
much of’ him to fire those employes who are 
most interested in his business. 

One of the most unfortunate effects of the 
present order of things is that it has done so 
much to discourage and destroy ambition and 
initiative. People on the land have been paid 
not to plant, Iabor has been encouraged not to 
work and, if reports are to be believed, work- 
ers have been enticed away from private em- 
ployment to less arduous, as well as more tran- 
sitory, work on federal projects. The influence 
on the nation’s morale has not been elevating, 
to say the least. 


TRANQUILLITY : 

Atlanta is different. It seems suddenly to 
have changed into a new city. There is just as 
much spirit, just as much hustle and bustle. 
‘More business is being done than ever before. 
People are just as enthusiastic at the approach 
of the Yuletide. But it seems as if folks, on the 
spur of the mdment, have assumed a new spirit, 
a calm quietness approaching tranquillity. 

Three factors enter into this noticeable 
change—so noticeable that many people are 
talking about it and praising it. First, the lower 
speed limit for automobiles. Second, no fire- 
works, no firecrackers exploding, without warn- 
ing, under one’s feet. Third, no unnecessary 
and nerve-wracking noises. 

The first and probably the most striking 
change—the one which the man on the side- 
walk in the outlying sections is most aware of 
—is that the pedestrian is now permitted to 
cross the street with a reasonable amount of 
assurance he will reach the other side without 
being knocked into eternity. Every car is not 
trying to pass every other car if for no other 
purpose than to show it can be done. 

In the downtown area, however, it is also 
comforting to know that automobiles and trucks 
which formerly swung around the right hand 
turns with all the abandon of the race track in 
the face of a red light—a light put there for 
the protection of the very people who so often 
had to jump for their lives—now come to a full 
Stop. The pedestrian has the right to assume, 
when he steps from the curb to cross the street, 
that a red light means “stop.” 

The second and ‘third factors may be merged 
into one. Atlanta was one of the last cities in 
the nation to ban fireworks, both because of the 
danger involved and the noise. This fits per- 
fectly into the program to eliminate unneces- 
Sary noises so ably managed by the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Undoubtedly the city has entered upon one 
of the quietest Christmas seasons on record. 
It is something new for Atlanta—this tranquil- 
lity—and it is a good bet the vast-majority of 
people will like it and insist on its continuance.

UNIFORM COTTON CLASSING. 
(From the Dallas Morning News.) 


With the federal government getting more 
deeply into the cotton business, now having in 
its possession some 10,000,00 bales on which it 
made loans to growers, it does seem that the time 
is right for setting up an efficient cotton classing 
service. Leading federal economists have advo- 
cated at various times that the proper place to 
class cotton is at the gin and that a sample be 
drawn then and there and done with. That, they 
maintain, would protect cotton bales against fur- 
ther slashing by every handler or shipper who 
becomes their owner and prevent the unsight- 
liness of the American parcel when it comes into 
direct competition with neatly packed bales from 
India, Egypt, Brazil or other countries. 

The Texas Cotton Association at its annual 
meeting of directors in Houston favored an im- 
proved cotton classing service for farmers but 
President Burris C. Jackson, whose activities’ on 
behalf of a fedéral cotton research laboratory 
for Texas have brought him south-wide promi- 
nence, believes that foreign buyers would not be 
willing to abide by. a federal lint classing as 
final. 

There is every reason why a more efficient 
classing as well as baling system should be adopt- 
ed in order to offer fresh inducements to foreign 
spinners to take our cotton. Every grower should 
obtain the market value of his cotton based on 
an efficient .classing system the day he seils it. 
Without such yeward he is not:greatly in “ested 
in better varieties or better practices.

FIGHTING AGAIN WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Apparently gov- 
* ernment and business cannot get along to- 
gether, no matter how. hard they try. Last spring, the New York 
Stock Exchange reorganized itself along lines suggested by the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commission. Ever since then, the relation- 
ship between exchange and commission has been the prize (and 
practically the only) exhibit in the field of government-business 
co-operation. And now the exchange and commission are in each 
other’s hair again. 

The cause is the recent refusal of the exchange’s board of gov- 
ernors to act on the report of the commission condemning Thomas 
W. Lamont and other partners in J. P. Morgan & Co. for their part 
in the Richard Whitney case. An already apparent result of the 
governors’ action is the resignation of the best-known lay governor, 
President Robert Maynard Hutchins, of the University of Chicago. 

If anything, the governors’ decision has infuriated the SEC even 
more than it did Hutchins. It has been discussed among the com- 
missioners with the utmost heat. It has provoked entirely respon- 
sible SEC officials to such statements as “We let the exchange gov- 
ern itself, and then the exchange shows us that self-government 
means government by the big fellows.” It has even raised. the 
question, in the minds pf the most potent SEC figures, whether the 
SEC should not renew its effort to “move in on the exchange.” As 
one man put it: 

“We think the governors’ refusal to go after Tom Lamont is a 
proof that the exchange will never go after people like Morgan 
partners. If that’s so, then the SEC needs broader powers, enabling 
it to step in when the exchange does not take needed action.” 


STORMY MEETING The facts of the case deserve to be re- 

cited. The story begins with the SEC re- 
port of last November 1, strongly condemning Lamont, J. P. Mor- 
gan himself and the former exchange president, E. H. H. Simmons, 
for their failure to inform exchange authorities of the Richard Whit- 
ney firm’s dangerous condition when they learned of it, several 
months before Whitney’s failure. The commission report was re- 
ferred to the exchange “for action.” Thus, when the governors met 
last Wednesday, they knew that the SEC expected them to do some- 
thing about the men attacked in the report. 

The governors’ meeting was an exciting, if lopsided, dispute be- 
tween the other members present and Hutchins. Hutchins strongly 
pressed the view that the exchange must discipline all those who 
had withheld information on Whitney’s troubles. He argued that, 
unless disciplinary measures were taken, the question of members’ 
and partners’ responsibilities in similar cases would be left unset- 
tled. The other governors answered that the Whitney case was 
ancient history; that there was a question, at the time of the criti- 
cized behavior of the Morgan firm, of applicability of exchange 
rules; and that, in any case, the fact that George and Richard Whit- 
ney were brothers made disciplinary action psychologically diffi- 
cult. Hutchins stuck to his points and, in the end, walked out. 


THE EXCHANGE VIEW | Hutchins’ conspicuous resignation 
from the board of governors touched 

off the row between exchange and commission. The commission 
view has been set forth. Exchange authorities, on the other hand, 
begin by offering the arguments of the majority of governors at 
last week’s meeting. The vote then was 27 to 1 against Hutchins, 
and exchange sentiment appears fairly united in the matter. 

Besides their defense of the governors’ vote, exchange authori- 
ties also profess some surprise at the SEC’g irritation. They say that 
the matter is now covered by clear rules, and that, as for the Whit- 
ney case, the best thing is forget everything about it but its lesson. 

There is one thing they do not say, which, in fairness to the 
exchange, ought also to be pointed out. From the start, the youth- 
ful president, William McC. Martin Jr., has steadfastly opposed 
Morgan influence on his institution, refusing to employ lawyers 
affiliated with the- great banking house and otherwise flouting it. 
Keports have been constantly current in Wall Street of the Morgan 
firm’s annoyance with Martin. The SEC anger rests squarely on 
the supposition that Martin and his followers have now bowed to 
Morgan’s, which does not exactly gee with past history. 

It is not the intention here, however, to discuss the rights and 
wrongs of the matter. The story is offered merely as a depressing 
illustration of the usual trend in government-business dealings.

Mrs. Roosevelt sounds again the 
recurrent plea that members of the 
President's family be allowed to 
live their own lives and the patient 
insinuation that they are damned 
if they do and damned if they 
don’t. According to the Washing- 
ton copy, Mrs. Roosevelt says the 
American people sooner or later 
will have to decide whether they 
want in the White House the sort 
of family whose children will 
make no effort to earn their own 
living and in which the wife will 
renounce all previous interests and 
obligations and become totally de- 
pendent upon the husband for the 
period of the presidency. 

To borrow a gag from the 
ideology talkers, Mrs. Roosevelt 
oversimplifies the case. 

Nobody has criticized any of the 
Roosevelt children mere for en- 
deavoring to make a living, and 
Mrs. Roosevelt herself has been 
treated with courtesy in the: pur- 
suit of her previous obligations and 
of her new ones. However, it is 
not likely that another such fam- 
ily will come to the White House, 
so the people probably will not 
have such an issue as she states, 
even though it be conceded mo- 
mentarily that she states it cor- 
rectly.

family after the first inauguration 
had to do with some rather spirit- 
ed motor driving by some of the 
boys, who in a very short time ac- 
cumulated-a bridge hand of cards 
from traffic officers. Naturally, 
being sons of the President, their 
difficulties with the law received 
extraordinary prominence, which 
had to be accepted as one of the 

penalties of place. 


Later, at the very hour when 
Mr. Roosevelt was making a 
speech in which he referred bitter- 
ly to persons who ride in carriages 
and drink expensive wines, a 
young man bearing a remarkable 
likeness to one of’ his own sons, 
while riding in a carriage on the 
French Riviera, poured champagne 
into the ceremonial plug hat of the 
local mayor as that official bowed 
in greeting. It was later explained 
that there had been a mistake in 
identity, but people naturally 
marveled at the coincidence which 
placed two young Americans so 
much alike in the same European 
city at the same psychological mo- 
ment. 


However, even if the first, er- 
roneous identification had stood, 
the American people, and many of 
the French, too, would have en- 
joyed the spontaneous, inspired 
mischief of the act and would have 
held nothing against the youth or 
his father. The boy was just a 
kid, off on his own for a good 
time, and it seemed too bad that it 
couldn’t have been he, for the act 
was in keeping with the spirit of 
those French carnivals where the 
guys squeeze the girls and every- 
one gets a snootful, Perhaps the 
President’s speech would have 
been slightly discredited, but there 
would have been no appreciable 
damage to his prestige or the fam- 
ily name.

. . courted the sharpes 
Of Jimmy criticism, and in his 
case it was no mere question of 
making a living, but that question 
plus the question of how. As Mrs. 
Roosevelt herself says, there is an 
ethical obligation not to profit 
from the association, and Jimmy 
admitted that in one case he asked 
that “especially good care” be 
taken of a visitor to the President- 
elect “because it is important to 
me in a business way.” 

After that Jimmy was taken into 
the White House in an influential, 
confidential post—a move which 
gave formal approval to conduct 
which would seem to.violate the 
ethical obligation which Mrs. 
Roosevelt herself recognized, Ex- 
tend the same approval to the 
whole White House family and the 
whole administration and what 
kind of ethics would we have? 

The present White House family 
has raised much new business, 
created precedents in personal con- 
duct by members of a President’s 
family, and it is not unnatural that 
these matters have been discussed. 
Certainly Mrs. Roosevelt herself 
has not been the conventional 
Madam President, but even aside 
from the White House propaganda, 
she has had the most courteous 
and considerate press of all. 


Soda Deposit. 

Thick reefs of sodium bicarbon- 
ate, perhaps, the first ever found 
in nature, have been identified 
by Dr. William F. Foshag, Smith- 
sonian Institution curator of min- 
eralogy, from cores brought to the 
surface from depths of about 300 
feet under an ancient California 
lake bed. 

Used by housewives and dyspep- 
tics for generations, sodium bicar- 
bonate has always been a manu- 
factured product, made from a 
base of ordinary table salt by a 
complex chemical process. A few 
years ago came-the first reported 
discovery of any of the natural 
mineral. It: was detected by a 
British geologist by chemical an- 
alysis of mineral obtained in en- 
crustations scraped from the wall 
of an ancient Roman aqueduct 
near Naples. It was declared a 
new mineral and given a name. 
Further tests have placed the dis- 
covery in some doubt, however, 
‘and the material identified by Dr. 
Foshag may be rated as an original 
discovery. It was found under 
the dried bed of Searles lake, 
California, a treasure place for 
rare mineral combination. There 
are about 150 feet of brine-bear- 
ing salt beds, deposited from the 
waters of an ancient salt lake. 
From these beds, by means of 
shallow wells, potash and borax 
are being recovered on a com- 
mercial scale. In the drilling of 
these wells a complex of min- 
erals is obtained.

It is all the more remarkable when one remembers how news | 


comes to us. Not so many years ago news came but slowly. Cen- 
turies ago it came only from the survivors, the refugees. 


The Crusaders suffered more at the hands of the Saracens than 


perhaps any people have suffered. The Crusaders themselves, in | 


their period as conquerors, dealt misery and cruelty to the defeated. 
Stout Cortez and his armored soldiers left a record of cruelty and 
torture in Mexico which chilJs the blood of the modern reader of 
history. The story of the Spanish occupation of Cuba is one of 
horror. The entire native population was wiped out in a few years. 
Cuban men and women were driven along in crowds so that at 
nightfall a few might be killed to supply food for the dogs. The 
Cherokee Indian legends tell of the “Trail of Tears” from Georgia 
to Oklahoma. Hundreds of Indians died on that cruel and heart- 
less march. The story of cruelty is a long one. Its tragic red 
thread is woven into all the fabric of history. 

Yet, not until the years since the World War has it been pos- 
sible for news to arrive almost simultaneously with the event. There 
are wires stretching around the globe. There are radios speaking 
through the air. There are transoceanic telephones. No ragged, 


wounded survivor struggles in with the news, weeks old. No trave- | 


eler comes upon a stricken field with its dumb message. 
The great thing about world events of the past few years is that, 


despite the immediate arrival of news in newspapers and by air, | 


the people, by and large, have remained sane. There has come 
about a very definite alliance of the spiritual forces of this nation, 

The rank weeds of intolerance are not getting as much chance 
to grow. It seems to me to be a time for optimism; for a feeling 


of power against ignorance and cruelty. The news from Europe has | 


aroused decency as never before. 


OUR OWN COUNTRY It seems to me, and this is an old 


topic, we have never tried to under- 

stand what we have in this country. There ought to be more em- 

phasis on our own ideals and our own philosophy of government. 

There is no real need to place so much emphasis on the others 

that we make it possible to absorb them because of ignorance of 
our own. 


At one of the leading civic clubs recently there was one of the 


“quiz” type programs. The question asked was to identify three 
documents which began: “When in the course of human events”— 
“We, the people’—“Four score and seven years ago—” 

Four businessmen, proud of their country, failed to identify a 
single one. The next man got two. 


It is a fact that the average man coming from our schools knows 
more English history than he does American. It is a fact that more 
general information is possessed concerning outstanding characters 
of European history than our own. 


The philosophy of democracy is a philosophy worth study. Out 
of it has come most of the advances made by the human race. It 
ought to be realized that a democratic government is constructed 
for peace; a dictatorship for war; that a democracy is slow and in- 
efficient; that a totalitarian government is efficient but requires too 
great a price of liberty and thought. 


OUT OF THE SOIL It ought to be remembered that there 


: . Came to this country all kinds of people 
with different shades of thought and religion? Not one came from 
a really free country. 


Yet, out of the soil and out of their development, there came 
the philosophy of freedom; a free speech, a free press, the right to 
worship as one saw fit; the right to pursue happiness. If they have 
been abused it is our own fault. They, the rights, exist. 

Intolerance, the father of lynchings, of mobs, of cruelties, grows 
out of ignorance and economic pressure. 


Therefore, this country ought to be on guard against ignorance.

CORONER'S JURY 
NAMES O'CONNELL 
NN PRISON DEATE 


Recommends Hé Be Tried 
on a Manslaughter 
Charge; Cooper’s At- 
torney Is Shocked. 


A coroner’s jury investigating a 
fist fight in the Tattnall state 
prison bakery that brought death 
to Charlie Cooper, 27, life-termer 


from Fulton county, reached a 
verdict last night that Cooper 
came to his death at the hands of 


B. H, O’€Connell, 32-year-old pris- | 


on hospital worker, and recom- 
mended that O’Connell be tried on 
a manslaughter charge. 

Prison authorities quoted O’Con- 
nell as saying Cooper had been 
“saying harsh things” about 
O’Connell and a companion con- 
victed of robbery in a Macor hi- 
jacking case, 

Meanwhile, in Atlanta, Len B. 
Guillebeau, Cooper’s attorney, re- 
iterated his belief the slain man 
was innocent of the crime for 
which he was convicted. 

Commuted by Talmadge. 

Cooper was convicted of murder 
and sentenced to the electric chair 
about four years ago, but was 
given a commutation to life im- 
prisonment by Governor Tal- 
madge. Guillebeau served as 
Cooper’s attorney du L the con- 
victed man’s fight foi" freedom. 

The warden at Tattnall said 
©’Connell, 32-year-old prison hos- 
pital worker serving a five-year 
sentence for robbery, admitted he 
struck Cooper with his fist, but 
gave no reason for the fight. 

Guillebeau declated last night 
he was pledged to clear Cooper’s 
name, and revealed he was plan- 
ning to make application for a full 
and complete pardon for his client 
at the time of the latter’s death. 
Cooper was convicted for the kill- 
ing of James T. Chappell, an au- 
ditor for the Stoddard Dry Clean- 
ing Company, of Atlanta. 

Shocked and Grieved. 

“Tl was shocked and grieved to 
learn of Cooper’s death,” Guille- 
beau said. “During the two years 
I had fought as counsel for him, 
and being thoroughly convinced of 
his innocence, I had formed a 
strong attachment for the man. 

“I had gone to Miami to ob- 
tain evidence that he was there 
and not here at the time Chappell 
was killed. It was on this evi- 
dence that I got his sentence com- 
muted to life imprisonment. 

“At the time of his death I was 
preparing to make application for 
a full and complete pardon. I 
have on file evidence on which 
the Governor would have granted 
a pardon.” 

Head Struck Floor. 

The fight in which Cooper was 
killed occurred Tuesday afternoon 
at Tattnall. The warden said 
O’Connell told him Cooper’s head 
struck the cement floor .when he 
felled him. There were no wit- 
nesses to the fight. 

O’Connell, a native of West 
Palm Beach, Fla., was sentenced 
in Bibb county after his convic- 
tion on a_ liquor high-jacking 
charge, according to the warden. 
Before his transfer to the state 
prison he was a coleader in a 
wholesale jailbreak in Bibb coun- 
ty, using a wooden “pistol.” He 
was captured a few hours later.

And 
this is a time for the southern 
white man to have no commerce 
with either carpetbaggers or the

“The writer has sometimes given 
Newfoundland fishermen, victims 
of night-blindness, a single table- 
spoon of cod liver oi:, with the 
gratifying result that they were 
able to see on the subsequent 
night. There are, one fears, few 
other remedies in medicine so rap- 
id and reliable.” 

Oh, I don’t know, I have wit- 
nessed some amazingly prompt re- 
coveries from disabling maladies 
when various modes of administer- 
ing castor oil were described in- 
advertently within hearing of lit- 
tle Johnny. Maybe those New- 
foundland chaps were not exactly 
fond of fish liver oil. But even if 
the remedy cured the :ight-blind- 
ness, it doesn’t prove that vitamin 
A was the curative principle, for 
cod liver oil contains also sunshine 
vitamin D. :

Crop of 485,000,000 Bushels 


Is Expected. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The Agricul- 
ture Department reported today the in- 
dicated production of 1939 wiaber wheat 
was 485,000,000 bushels, compared with 
686,637,000 bushels produced this year, 

000 bushels, the 1927-36 10- 
year average production. 


The estimate was based on reports 
showing that farmers had planted. about 
18 per cent less land to winter wheat 
than a year ago. Because of a -near 
record surplus of wheat, the Agriculture 
Department had asked wheat farmers to 
reduce their plantings about 30 per cent, 

The prospective winter wheat crop 
was lower than normal for the acreage 
planted, the department said, because of 
poor condition of the crop in the central 
plains roqeen hit by drouth and other 
unfavorable weather. The board said 
lower wheat prices also had contributed 
to the reduction in planting.

WILL BE DEVELOPED 


200,000 Acres To Be Pur- 
chased in Greene County 
for U. S. Project. 


|} WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(P)— 
The Soil Conservation Service an- 
nounced today a land utilization 
project involving the ultimate pur- 
chase of 200,000 acres in Greene 
county, Georgia. 

H. H. Bennett, service chief, said 
this program would-permit a study 
of soil erosion and. depletion in 
Georgia’s Piedmont area, with a 
view to increasing farm incomes. 

He explainede land purchases 
would be made over a period of 
several years. For this purpose, he 
said, $46,974 was available during 
the current fiscal year. 

Bennett said farmers would be 
encouraged to shift from cash crop 
production to diversified farming, 
fincluding the production of live- 
stock. He sajd pastures would be 
developed on ‘suitable project 
lands, these areas to be made 
available to farmers. Other tracts, 
he said, would be developed as 
forests. 


CONGRESS 10 RUSH 
EMERGENCY RELIEF 


Williams Tells Workers 
WPA Must Have More 


Funds or Close Down. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(P)— 
Congressional leaders put an emer- 
gency relief appropriation at the 
top of the list af prospective leg- 
islation today after Aubrey Wil- 
liams, deputy WPA administrator, 
announced that the WPA would 
be out of funds February 7. 

Williams told a delegation of 
relief workers from Pennsylvania 
that unless congress appropriates 
more money, the WPA must begin 
trimming its rolls January 26 and 
shut down completely 12 days 
later. 

The immediate reaction among 
legislators now in the capital was 
an almost unanimous response 
that congress would not permit 
relief to lapse. 

Senators Norris, Independent, 
Nebraska; Wheeler, Democrat, 
Montana; Schwartz, Democrat, 
Wyoming, and _ Representative 
Cannon, Democrat, Missouri, ex- 
pressed confidence that congress 
would quickly approve an emer- 
gency appropriation. 

Senator McNary, of Oregon, the 
Republican leader, predicted that 
there would be little or no Repub- 
lican opposition. He indicated Re- 
publicans would make no attempt 
to bring up suggested changes in 
the method of distributing relief 
during discussion of an emergency 
bill, deferring their proposals un- 
til measures for the next fiscal 
year are introduced. 

Senator Barkley, of Kentucky, 
the Democratic leader, recently 
said the administration intended to 
ask approximately $600,000,000 to 
carry the WPA through from 
March 1 to July 1, the start of a 
new fiscal year. The $1,425,000,- 
000 appropriated for the WPA by 
the last congress had been sched- 
uled to last until March 1.- 

In connection with the failure 
of the funds to last for the allotted 
period, Senator Davis, Republican, 
Pennsylvania, charged today that 
WPA rolls had been “filled to the 
very limit” during political cam- 
paigns. He attributed the subse- 
quent decline of relief rolls this 
winter to this fact and asserted 
that “politics, not economic 
conditions, determines the number 
of jobs.” 

Writes Hopkins. 

Davis, in a letter to WPA Ad- 
ministrator Harry Hopkins, called 
WPA “a filthy mess” and “a great 
public trust badly abused.” 

There were indications of defi- 
nite action by the senate cam- 
paign expenditures committee on 
recommendations for stringent 
prohibitions against the political 
use of relief funds. 

Chairman Sheppard, Democrat, 
Texas, said after a committee 
meeting today that he favored not 
only strengthening of the general 
laws against influencing and co- 
ercing federal employes for polit- 
ical purposes, but the insertion of 
some such specific ban in relief 
appropriation bills,

BRITAIN TO GIVE 
BOMBSHELTERS 


Private Air Raid Refuges 
Will Protect 10,000,000 


Englishmen. 


LONDON, Dec. 21.—(#)—Prime 
Minister Chamberlain’s govern- 
ment told worried British house- 
holders today it would give them 
millions of private backyard 
bombshelters made of steel. 

This project for individual “mail 
order” air raid refuges is part of 
a general plan that will cost the 
government more than $100,000,- 
000. It was announced today by Sir 
John’ Anderson, the new minister 
for civil defense and lord privy 
seal, before the house of com- 
mons. It is attuned to the theory 
that every Englishman’s home is 
his castle and it is unique in world 
annals of home defense. 

Air raid protection in private or 
public shelters is provided, in the 
whole project, for 20,000,000 per- 
sons, or about half of the United 
Kingdom’s population. 

The backyard bombshelters will 
protect 10,000,000 who live in 
small, non-basement houses with 
tidy rear gardens rimmed with 
hedgerows 

The shelters will come in pieces 
easily put together, something like 
the prefabricated corrugated iron 
garages which Americans might 
order from catalogs. 

They are to be sunk two feet 
deep in the backyards close to the 
house. The displaced earth will be 
piled on top.

Fears Steiner Will Discrim- 


inate Against Poor in Fa; 
vor of Pay Patients. 


Alderman I. Gloer Hailey yes- 


terday issued a statement defend- 
ing his action Monday in refusing 
to permit the aldermanic board to 
enter into a contract with Steiner 
Cancer Hospital, Inc., asserting he 
was motivated by the “future in- 
terests of the poor people of At- 
lanta.”’ 

City council authorized the con- 
tract for a period of 35 years to ex- 
pedite a movement to erect a new 
100-bed, $270,000 unit of the Al- 
bert Steiner Cancer Clinic, and the 
measure was passed by a majority 
vote of the aldermen. 

Hailey then served notice that 
he would move for reconsidera- 
tion at the next meeting of the 
board. This notice automatically 
precluded approval of the meas- 
ure until the aldermen have tak- 
en another vote on it: 


Text of Statement. 


Text of Hailey’s statement fol- 
lows: 

“For the information of the 
public, whom I humbly try to 
serve, my action was motivated by 
a desire to protect the interests of 
the less fortunate citizens of At- 
lanta and Fulton county by re- 
taining Steiner clinic as a cancer 


‘ward of Grady hospital which is 


and should forever be operated 
solely for the benefit of the poor. 
It is my opinion that any lease or 
contract to convey the ownership 
or operation of Steiner Clinic to 
any corporation other than the 
city of Atlanta and Fulton county 
is illegal and in conflict with the 
will of Albert Steiner which pro- 
vides certain funds for the opera- 
tion of Steiner Clinic specifically 
as a charity ward of Grady hos- 
pital. 

“I am firmly convinced that in 
the event this transfer of owner- 
ship and operation takes place 
that it will only be a short time 
until the indigent poor of this 
community will find it difficult to 
secure admission to Steiner Clinic 
because of rules that will be pro- 
mulgated discriminating in favor 
of those pay patients and against 
the poor people who are unable to 
pay. This has ever been the case 
where the human element of self- 
ishness holds sway. 


“Another Pay Hospital.” 


“If Steiner Clinic does not have 
sufficient beds to take care of 
those who are unable to pay for 
treatment of cancer then why on 
earth do the duly constituted au- 
thorities sit idly by and permit 
such conditions to exist? This pro- 
posed lease agreement for 4 period 
of 35 years, if carried out, will re- 
sult in another pay hospital being 
created using money belonging to 
the taxpayers, which should be 
used for the relief solely of those 
who are unable to pay. 

“Propaganda has been fed to 
the public that the purpose and 
intent of this effort to take over 
Steiner is to enlarge it and operate 
it for the poor, yet the contract 
plainly states that such charges 
can and will be made for services 
rendered and only those patients 
will receive free treatment who 
are deemed unable to pay by the 
board of trustees of this private 
corporation. 

“I wish to take this opportunity 
of expressing my appreciation to 
the hundreds of doctors in Atlanta 
and Fulton county who have open- 
ly expressed their indignation and 
resentment of this effort to take 
away from the poor that which 
they are justly entitled to in the 
name of the law and in the name 
of charity. Millions of dollars of 
free medical services are rendered 
annually by those citizens com- 
monly known as doctors and they 
realize the human tendency to 
favor those who are able to pay 
over those who are unable to_ pay. 


“Will Prove Futile.” 


“T realize that my efforts to pre- 
vent this disgraceful action will 
prove futile but my conscience is 
clear because I am sincere in my 
effort to protect the interests of 


‘| the people of Atlanta against this 


subtle encroachment upon the one 
institution that should be consid- 
ered sacred and kept inviolate and 
operated solely for the privilege 
of the poor. The real solution, in 


|my opinion, to the hospital prob- 


lem of Atlanta and Fulton county 
lies in the creation of a board of 
trustees having jurisdiction over 
all city and county hospitals; 
which includes Grady, Steiner and 
Battle Hill. 

“This concentration of authority 
will insure the taxpayers against 
waste and will assure the poor of 
receiving free medical treatment 
when they are unable to pay.”

GROUP MEDICINE 
FIGHT IN HGH COURT 


California Case Furnishes 
Preliminary Skirmish in 
Anti-Trust Action. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(UP) 
The fight over co-operative medi- 
cine heightened yesterday by anti- 
trust indictments against the 
American Medical Association and 
21 leaders of the medical profes- 
sion, reached the United States su- 
preme court today. by way of Cali- 
fornia. 

‘It came as an appeal by Pacific 
Health Corporation, Inc., of San 
Francisco, from ‘a decision by the 
California supreme court which 
forbade payment by the PHC to 
licensed physicians for treating 
members of the organization. The 
court contended that by selecting 
physicians to administer to its 
members the health organization 
actually was practicing medicine 
in violation of the state’s medical 
practice act. 

The tribunal split, 4 to 3, on 
the decision, the minority holding 
that if the majority verdict were 
sound, fraternal societies, labor 
unions and corporations which 
have health departments must 
come under the ban and dissemble 
these agencies. 

PHC attorneys claimed in their 
appeal to the supreme court that 
the California decision deprived 
the health organization of legal 
rights guaranteed under the due 
process clause of the Constitution. 
They contended that the real pur- 
pose of the state board of medi- 
cal examiners, which instituted 
the proceedings against PHC, .was 
a desire by the organized medical 
profession to “secure and establish 
a declaration of law which would 
rule out all medical service or- 
ganizations whose primary busi- 
ness is to furnish medical care to 
the working and poorer classes.” 

The operations of PHC are 
similar to those of the Group 
Health Association Inc., storm 
center of the government’s move- 
ment to prosecute the AMA, 21 
individuals and three allied medi- 
cal organizations on charges of 
operating in restraint of trade..

Congress Shelled Out I2 Billions, 
G.0.P. Gave New Deal Jolti 


Stakes Were High High, But Co- 
alition Next Year May

WASHINGTON. Dec. 21.—()— 
Stakes were high in the 19358 game 
of politics and government! 

They were high in terms of 
party politics, for 1940 was on the 
horizon; high in terms of the tax-_ 
payers’ money, because congress | 
earned the doubtful honor in 1938 
of being the biggest peace-time 


spender ever to grace capitol hill. r 


In national politics, the Repub-‘ 
licans emerged with the bulk of 
the winnings—a net gain of 81 
representatives, 11 governors and 
eight senators. 

Still a Majority. 

But they did not win enough to 
offset the disastrous losses of 
1932, 34 and ’36, which means that 
Democrats—New Deal and other- 
wise—still hold a majority of the 
governorships and seats in con- 


gress. 

As for the taxpayers’ money; | 
when the 75th congress shut up- 
shop in June it had been labelled 
the “twelve-million-dollar con- 
gress.” Its spendings had been 
about $4,000,000,000 beyond re- 
ceipts. 

Whether the spending was jus- 
tified is still the subject of fev- 
erish debate. The lawmakers who 
opened the purse strings asserted 


they were taking out three-bil-/| 2 


lion-odd dollars worth of insur- 


ance against last springs’ depres- 
sion, and a billion-dollar policy | & 


against war: Those were the sums 
appropriated for pump-priming, 
national defense and relief of the 
unemployed. 

Spicing up the political game 
was President Roosevelt’s family 
fued with anti-New Deal Dem- 
ocrats. He defined the enemies 
within his house as conservatives, 


“yes, but” men, and ordered some |j 


of them purged from the party. 
Purging Doesn’t Take. 


But the Democratic party was | #m 


in no purging mood. Three south- 
ern senators he pointed his finger 
at—Tydings, of Maryland; Smith. 
of South Carolina, and George, of 


Georgia—came through the elec- 
tion unscathed and will be on 
hand to haunt him through 1939 
and 1940. He did get the politi- 


cal scalp of Representative John J. 
O’Connor, of New York city, who 
was chairman of the rules ‘ttom- 
mittee. That committee had) 
blocked the Roosevelt-sponsored 
wage and hour law for a year 
before a petition finally brought 
it to a vote—and final passage. 

In congress the anti-Roosevelt 
bloc, with ‘the aid of the Repub- | 
licans, spent much of ‘its time) 
throwing monkey wrenches into 
New Deal machinery. 

The battle developed into the | 
nation’s favorite side show of the | 
spring and summer. Eventually, 
the President won the congres- 
sional part of the fray—by a nose. 
He put over six of his favorite 
subjects, lost five major skirmish- 
es; the remaining set-to was a 
draw. 

Here’s the tally sheet: 

Roosevelt Victories—Crop insur- 
ance and control law, passed; wage 
and hour law, passed; monopoly 
investigation, approved; relief and 
pump priming splurge, approved; 
home loan insurance, liberalized; 
national defense stepped up. 

Roosevelt Defeats—Government 
reorganization, tabled; extension 
of the TVA power yardstick idea 
to other river valleys, buried in 
committee; extension of low inter- 
est rates on farm mortgages, pass- 
ed over presidential veto; regional 
planning, buried in committee; aid 
to railroads, died in the adjourn- 
ment rush. 

The Draw-—-Tax reforms, in- 
cluding lightening the burden of 
undistributed profits and corpora- 
tion surplus taxes. The President 
allowed the bill to become law 
without signing it. He said it had | |

On the heels of the election 
came a Texas boom for Garner for 
President in 1940. 

All of these developments cast 
a shadow over the Roosevelt plans 
for the 76th congress; assembling 
in 1939. -If politicians generally 
read into the November elections 
a groundswell against radical de- 
partures and spending watch for 


the conservaties in both big par- 
ties. But also be on the alert to 
see what kind of bedfellows the 
conservative elements of the two 
big- parties make—they might 
scrap for the bed covers. 

In any event, the public will get 
a political run for its money in 
1939—even though as plans for 
national defense portend—the 
price of admission will be high.
